HAYMARKET THEATRE. 

THE prettiest Farce we have witnessed for many an evening was pro- 
duced at this Theatre on Saturday. ‘The piece bears the piquante title 
of The Pretty Girls of Stilberg, and is brimming with esprit and inci- 
dent. Although the scenes are often extremely absurd, it is impossible 
to avoid laughing at the succession of humourous incidents which chase 
each other so quickly throughout the piece. The equivoque arises from 
the display of military ardour made by certain cadets in Napoleon’s army 
towards the pretty girls of the town of Stilberg, at which place, a regiment 
is stationed. Allured by a grand ball, the “ pretty girls” place themselves 
in the power of their military admirers. The chief captor, Ernest, bears 
a strong likeness to his Imperial master, and passes himself off as the 
Emperor, promising to provide each damsel with a husband. The girls 
are in high glee at the prospect of matrimony, when an old drummer dis- 
covers, in the person of one of the fair prisoners, the daughter of a Ser- 
jeant, who had formerly stood his best friend by obligingly receiving a 
ball in action intended for the drummer, although the latter is eternally 
complaining of the loss of glory occasioned by this incident. The drum- 
mer acquaints the girls with the ruse which has been practised upon them, 
and they prevail upon him to convey a letter complaining of their treat- 
ment to the Emperor. A festival, intended to consummate the bridals 
proposed by the sham Emperor, takes place, and while the officers doze in 
their chairs worn out with toasting and singing, the “pretty girls of Stil- 
berg” contrive to possess themselves of their swords, and retire to the 
guard room. The sleeping officers are soon aroused by a cry of “the 
Russians,” accompanied by the sound of drums and fifes. A Russian 
regiment marches in, and the cadets are made prisoners. The accidental 
discharge of a musquet causes the brave Russians to scream, and betray 
their real position—that of the pretty girls of Stilberg. An intimation 
having meanwhile arrived from Napoleon himself that he is about to visit 
the barracks, compels the cadets to sue for pardon, which is readily ex- 
tended by the injured fair ones. 

The Farce was admirably acted, and elicited roars of laughter. Mr. 
Webster, as Ernest, played admirably. His personation of Napoleon 
was excellent, and drew forth several rounds of applause. Strickland, as 
a tipsy drummer, was also extremely clever, and introduced a song with 
great comic effect. H. Widdicombe, a performer new to this Theatre, 
played a jealous gardener with humour, and the pretty girls were not be- _ 
lied by their representatives. The leader is Madame Celeste, who was 
fascinating’ in the extreme, and directed the military movements with 
great precision. She was immensely applauded. Webster wassummoned 
before the curtain at the close of the Farce, and announced The Pretty

Girls of Stilberg, for nightly repetition. Madame Celeste was then de- 
manded, and re-appeared, led on by Vining. Another novelty is to be 
produced immediately, called A Lover by Prazy. 

At this Theatre, on Thursday next, the Comedy of The West Indian 
will be revived, in which Mr. Malone Raymond, (of the Liverpool The- 
atre,) will make his first appearance in London in the character of Major 
O’ Flaherty.
